10. (Currently Amended) A closure panel assembly for a vehicle, comprising: 



liftgate assembly capable of movement between an open position and a closed position^sajd 
closure panel including an inner panel, wherein said closure panel defines a recess : and 

a garment hook assembly including a hook portion, and a base portion, said 
garment hook assembly pivotallv m ounted to said inner panel of said c losure panel for 
movement between a first position and a second position, wherein at least a portion of said 
hook portion is received in said recess when said garment hook assembly is in said_first 
position [[, wherein when said closure panel is closed, said garment hookis presented to an 
interior space of the vehicle]]. 

11. (Cancelled). 

12. (Currently Amended) A closure panel assembly according to claim 10, wherein 
said closure panel comprises [[[the]]] ajiftgate assembly of the vehicle, and wherein movement 
of the liftgate assembly from said closed position to said open position causes said garment 
hook assembly to move from a first position to a second position, 

13. (Previously presented) A closure panel assembly according to claim 12, wherein 
said garment hook assembly is pivotally mounted to said closure panel. 

14. (Previously presented) A closure panel assembly according to claim 12, wherein 
said garment hook assembly is automatically moved from said first position to said second 
position.

20. (Previously presented) A closure panel assembly according to claim 10 3 wherein 
movement of said closure panel from the closed position to the open position moves at least a 
portion of said garment hook assembly from an interior of the vehicle to an exterior of the 
vehicle. 

(Currently Amended) An assembly for a vehicle, the vehicle having an interior 
portion, said assembly comprising: 

a panel adapted to move between an open position and a closed position, and 
adapted to close out a vehicular opening in the closed position, said panel including an
